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LIBRARY  REPORT 


According  to  custom  we  respectfully  submit  our  annual 
report  of  the  Barnstead  Free  Public  Library  for  the  year 
ending  1930.  In  the  early  spring  the  interior  of  the 
building  was  painted.  The  work  being  done  by  Albert 
Jenkins  and  Perc}^  Davis.  The  lawn  was  mown  and  well 
kept  during  the  summer.  One  hundred  twelve  new  books 
have  been  purchased,  eleven  donated.  Mrs.  Charles 
Emerson  of  Lynn,  Mass.,  gave  ten  good  books,  Mrs. 
George  Locke,  one.  Many  of  the  books  bought  this  year 
have  been  of  a  high  class  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  readers 
and  especially  useful  to  those  who  are  in  High  school. 
The  librarian  realizing  that  a  systematic  over-hauling  of 
the  books  in  the  librarj^  was  necessary,  invited  Miss 
Dorothy  Annable  of  Concord,  Secretary  of  the  Library 
Commission  to  come  to  town  and  assist  in  doing  the  work. 
She  was  with  us  two  days  bringing  an  assistant  from 
Concord  one  day.  Many  old  worn-out  and  out-of-date 
books  were  discarded.  Fourteen  valuable  books  have 
been  rebound.  A  rearrangement  of  the  books  in  general 
was  effected  to  insure  greater  efficiency,  chiefly  through 
the  efforts  of  Miss  Annable  whose  business  it  is  to  visit 
any  library  in  the  state  when  asked  to  do  so.  Miss  An- 
nable's  ability  as  a  leader  and  adviser  cannot  be  over- 
estimated, being  a  graduate  of  Simmons  College,  the 
School  of  Library  Science,  the  class  of  1918.  Miss  An- 
nable has  done  library  work  in  New  Jersey,  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa,  Mason  City,  Evansville,  Ind.,  Walpole,  Mass.,  and  is 
now  located  in  Concord,  N.  IL,  as  secretary  of  the  Library 
Commission. 

Several  small  articles  have  been  bought  for  the  library 
such  as  a  table  light,  book  ends  and  door  mats,  all  of 
which  may  be  regarded  as  permanent  equipment. 
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We  have  all  heard  that  the  mind  of  Lincoln  was  fed 
by  only  eight  books  during  his  early  years.  We  might 
dwell  on  the  enrichment  that  comes  to  the  life  of  all  of 
us  through  knowing  and  reading  good  books. 

The  library  will  be  open  Tuesday  and  Saturday  after- 
noons from  2  :00  until  5  :00  o'clock  and  Saturday  evenings 
from  7  :00  until  9  :00,  except  holidays.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Barnstead  School  Board: 

This,  my  eighth  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
schools,  will,  besides  dealing  with  the  usual  statistics,  dis- 
cuss briefly  our  most  fundamental  current  educational 
problem :  "How  to  make  the  school  fit  the  child." 

In  the  early  history  of  the  human  race  all  education 
was  informal,  each  child  being  handled  as  an  individual, 
but,  as  time  Avent,  on  and  the  possibilities  of  group  in- 
struction were  gradually  realized  and  used,  the  groups 
became  larger  and  the  instruction  more  and  more  formal. 
As  schools  were  developed  the  tendency  was  for  them  to 
become  more  and  more  machine-like.  Probably  all  in- 
structors have  always  realized  that  it  was  their  function 
to  train  the  individual  child,  yet  as  the  schools  became  bet- 
ter organized  there  was  greater  and  greater  pressure  up- 
on them  to  lose  sight  of  the  individual  in  thinking  of  the 
school  and  of  society  as  a  whole.  Often  in  the  past  have 
we  heard  the  expression,  "for  the  good  of  the  school", 
but  in  the  modern  school  we  think  not  only  of  it  but  of 
the  child.  The  old  school  was  a  passive  one  whose  func- 
tion was  to  teach  children  to  conform  to  Society,  but  the 
new  school  is  an  active  one  whose  aim  is  the  maximum 
growth  of  individuality.  The  slogan  of  this  newer 
school  is,  "The  School  for  the  Child." 

This  newer  philosophy  of  education  has  marked  effect 
on  methods  of  discipline.  The  older  concept  was  to  ob- 
tain good  conduct  through  autocratic  control ;  the  newer, 
through  self-control.  In  the  old  school  a  child  behaved 
because  he  had  to;  in  the  new  he  behaves  because  he 
wants  to.  Not  so  many  years  ago  a  teacher  was  called 
successful  in  discipline  if  she  "made  them  mind."  Today 
the  teacher  is  considered  successful  in  discipline  when 
she  has  so  influenced  the  children  that  they  Avant  to  con- 
duct themselves  as  they  should. 
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In  methods  of  instruction  the  principle  is  the  same — it 
is  the  teacher's  duty  to  so  handle  the  situation  that  the 
child  will  want  to  learn  because  of  his  natural  or  culti- 
vated interests. 

In  choice  of  subject  matter  child  interest  is  again  the 
orienting  center  of  the  new  program.  The  interests  of 
the  child  are  used  in  determining  what  shall  be  taught 
at  a  particular  time. 

As  an  illustration,  a  group  of  children  are  taught  to  ex- 
ercise self-control  while  working  together  without  dis- 
turbing others  on  the  problem  of  finding  out  about  the 
regions  around  the  South  Pole  in  order  that  they  may 
write  interesting  letters  to  Rear-Admiral  Byrd.  In  this 
setting  they  want  to  behave  because  they  are  happily 
engaged  in  an  interesting  activity.  (Discipline.)  They 
are  interested  in  getting  information  from  papers,  books, 
conversations,  magazines,  snapshots,  and  moving  pictures. 
(Methods  of  Instruction.)  They  learn  about  Antartica 
when  they  are  interested  in  Byrd  and  his  trip.  (Subject 
Matter.) 

The  most  conservative  of  the  old  school  believed  only 
in  control;  the  most  radical  of  the  new  school  believe 
only  in  freedom;  the  ideal  of  the  schools  in  this  town  is 
freedom  with  control — creative  self-expression  with  tol- 
erant understanding.  In  keeping  with  this  newer  ideal 
our  schools  are  being  administered  with  the  realization  on 
the  part  of  superintendent  and  teachers  that  it  is  the 
function  of  these  schools  not  only  to  adjust  the  pupils  to 
the  laws  and  needs  of  society  but  to  develop  to  the  great- 
est extent  possible  in  each  individual  child  his  God-given 
powers  of  self-control,  initiative,  self-expression  and 
creation. 

Teachers 

Three  changes  in  the  teaching  force  occurred  at  the  end 
of  the  school  year :  Bertha  A.  Royce,  a  teacher  of  sev- 
eral years'  experience,  replaced  Miss  Mason  at  the  Cen- 
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ter;  Doris  M.  Carpenter,  a  graduate  of  the  Aroostook 
State  Normal  School  in  Maine,  took  Miss  Murdough's 
place  at  Beauty  Hill,  and  Flora  I.  Ide,  a  graduate  of 
Keene  Normal  School,  replaced  Miss  Gray  at  the  Den- 
nett School.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  teachers  for 
the  present  school  year  with  their  respective  position:

Promotions 

During  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1930  one  hun- 
dred twelve  pupils  were  promoted  to  the  next  grade  and 
eight,  or  6.7  per  cent,  failed  of  promotion.  This  number 
of  promotions  is  four  greater  than  for  the  previous  year. 

Nine  pupils  received  certificates  of  admission  to  high 
school  in  June :  Mabel  Cate,  Helen  Chandler,  Mildred 
Foss,  Doris  Kenison,  Garric  Locke,  Rebekah  Swain, 
Charles  Thyng,  Earlon  Welch,  and  William  Winkley.  It 
may  be  noticed  that  all  but  one  of  these  pupils  are  attend- 
ing high  school. 

Eighth  Grade  Tests 

Last  June  all  eighth  grade  pupils  in  this  supervisory 
union  took  standard  tests  in  ten  subjects :  Spelling,  read- 
ing, vocabulary,  arithmetic  computation,  arithmetic  rea- 
soning, grammar,  language  usuage,  literature,  history 
and  geography.  The  same  tests  were  taken  by  about  23,- 
000    eighth    grade    pupils    scattered    through    thirty-five 
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states.  The  median  score  for  this  supervisory  union  was 
136.5  which  was  slightly  higher  than  the  median  for  the 
country  as  a  whole,  135.3,  or  for  New  Hampshire,  133.

These  figures  show  some  improvement  in  regularity 
of  attendance  over  the  previous  year  and  a  slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  pupils  in  school  and  in  the  number  of 
days  each  child  was  in  school. 

School  Savings 

In  January,  1931,  school  savings  was  started  at  the 
South  Barnstead,  Beauty  Hill  and  Dennett  schools.  The 
only  school  now  not  included  in  the  system  is  Locke's 
Corner.  This  school  has  not  been  included  because  of 
the  difficulty  of  getting  the  money  to  the  bank.  This 
banking  service  offers  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the 
establishment  of  habits  of  thrift.  Parents  and  pupils 
will  be  interested  to  know  that  the  total  amount  now  on 
deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  560  children  in  the  savings 
system  is  well  above  $3,000.  There  is  little  question  that 
this  amount  is  considerably  greater  than  what  would 
have  been  saved  by  these  children  without  schools  sav- 
ings. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 

The  only  major  improvement  in  buildings  or  equip- 
ment made  to  the  schools  during  the  past  year  was  the 
installation  of  a  modern  heating  and  ventilating  plant 
at  the  Center.  This  equipment  is  probably  the  most 
satisfactory  when  properly  managed  of  anything  on  the 
market  today  for  the  heating  and  ventilating  of  a  build- 
ing of  this  size.  The  principle  of  operation  is  entirely 
different  from  that  of  the  older  type  of  heaters  and  is 
designed  to  make  unnecessary  the  superheating  of  the 
air  and  its  consequent  devitalization. 
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The  Kaustine  heater  removed  from  the  upper  grade 
room  at  the  Center  was  installed  at  Beauty  Hill  so  that 
now  the  only  school  not  equipped  with  standard  heating 
and  ventilating  appliances  is  the  Locke's  Corner  School. 

No  major  improvements  are  recommended  for  next 
year  but  the  usual  repairs  will  need  attention. 

Conclusion 

With  sincere  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  I  have 
received  from  the  school  board,  teachers,  pupils  and  other 
citizens  I  respectfully  submit  this  report.
